T oday ’s survey shows th at busi­ 
ness also has plans now to spend 
another 39 billion in 19 57, and that 
plans already draw n up call for 
spending m ore in both 19 58 and 
f 19 59 than was spent in 19 55.

m o r e , 
m anufacturing 
com panies say they ex pect ll per 
cent of their 19 59 sales to be in

Chicago, beware; look out, Log 
Angeles; America’s most beauti­ 
fully named community — Loaf­ 
er’s Glory, here in the heart of 
the Blue Ridge 
Mountains 
of 
western North 
Carolina—is 
on 
the march. 
After 55 sleepy years, it ii 
ready for growth. It invites fresh 
capital and new tired blood. Any­ 
one who can tell a tall story 
well, who can yawn restfully in 
one of the loveliest settings in 
the Western Hemisphere, is wel­ 
come to become a 
pioneer 
in 
Loafer’s Glory ’s cautiously slow 
climb to metropolitan stature as 
the modern Athens of those who 
put content above worry. 
Before investing 
in 
Loafer * 
Glory’s future a stranger might 
well want to know more about 
the town. 
Well, it was founded early rn 
the last century. Today it con­ 
sists of a bend in the road, 30 
seres and five families. 
How did Loafer's Glory get its 
name? 
Charles O. Burleson. 62, be­ 
lieves it came from his grand­ 
father, Jonathan. 
''There was a 
country store 


sat there by the bridge across 
( ane Creek.” he recalled, “In 
the evenings the old fellows used 
to gather there to play checkers, 
pitch horsehoes and -.pm yarns. 
"Granddaddy passed by once 
and said: 
'Its just a loafer’* 
glory’. 
Somehow 
the 
nam# 
stuck. The old settlers liked the 
name. Most of them are gen# 
now.” 
Tourists often zip through this 
valhalla of the carefree without 
e\en knowing it. 
“ Used to be a 
highway 
sign 
here saying ‘Loafer’s Glory,* ex­ 
plained Burleson, “ hut it rotted 
and 
fell 
down, 
and 
nobody 
thought to put it back up. 
“ I was born here in the same 
house my daddy was, He was 86 
when he passed away in 1947, 
and the town lost its last good 
whittler. I don’t whittle myself." 
Loafer’s Glory met its great­ 
est disaster in the famous flood 
of May, 1901. 
“ It was a big flood,” said Bur­ 
leson. “ Five buildings—the gen­ 
eral store, too — were washed 
away, and one man had to tie 
his wagon to a tree to keep it 
from being washed away.” 
Burleson, a former master ser­ 
geant, is now I cured after serv­ 


ing through three wars during a 
total of 22 in-and-out years with 
Uncle Nam’s armed forces. 
“The hest of the people here’’ 
he said “are hard-working tobac­ 
co farmers. Em the only real 
loafer left ” 
■’Oh. you w'et a tis hook in the 
creek now and then,” objected 
Fred Garland, proprietor of the 
new general store which stocks 
everything from snuff to over­ 
alls. 
Garland is the unofficial pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce and is determined to put 
Loafer’s 
Glory 
back 
on 
the 
map. He is after the state high­ 
way department to put up a new 
sign. He has just 
paid 
out 
$5 
apiece for two old hemlock ben­ 
ches from a remodeled church 
which he plans to put in front of 
his store to welcome all serious 
loafers. “ I ii prov ide free wood 
for the whittlers,” he said, “ but 
Ell have to charge them fur the 
knives.” 
It may take Loafer s Glory a 
long time to overtake New York 
(it doesn’t even have a subway 
yet) but no one is in a real hur­ 
ry. That’s the nice thing about 
Loafer’s Glory 
Plus 
the 
fact 
there isn t a town in America 
with a better sense of humor.
